'..he congress, \v-ithout all of the in- 
formation which is available to 
the president to intert'eie in the 
foreign relations of the country. 


"Woodrow Wilson is president. 


He was elected president by the 
people. We must trust him in 
these matters and we must not 
endeavor to annoy, hamper or in- 
terfere with him. I believe he is 
anxious to preserve the rights or 
this country and to preserve peace. 
] hope W will be able to protect 
our rights and to preserve peace. 
The only thing we can do under 
the circumstances is to have faith 
in the administration." 


Representative Flood declared: 


"It is no time for this country 


: to pry into the troubles between 


China and Japan if there are any 
such troubles." 


The same position was taken bv 


Representative Kent of California, 
who asserted "we ought not at- 
tempt to establish and maintain a 
Monroe doctrine in the far east." 


China has delivered to Greai 


Britain, France, Russia and the 
United States a memorandum of 
demands made by Japan in the 
latter part of January. They dif- 
fer materially from the eleven de- 
mands communicated to the pow- 
ers bv the Japanese government 
Feb. 9. 


Kai Fu Shah, the Chinese min 


ister here, delivered the mertioi- 
andum to the United States, giv- 
ing the first 
official information 


lie re as t« the demands originally 
made by Japan on China. 


With both the Chinese version 


and the Japanese memorandum of 
the demands m hand, the United 
States today directed an informal 
inquiry through its diploma-tic rep 
rescntatives at both Toldo and Pe- 
king to clear up the discrepancies 
between the two versions and to 
determine accurately what is the 
present basis of negotiation.

li is a story of death and destruc- 


tion wrought by fire and watei.

streets in Dayton, Ohio, there stood

As the angry waters were using 


about the building, the family sought 
refuge in the upper story, feeling that 
there they would find at least rx de- 
gree of safety, but theirs was to be a 
most tragic experience. 


During the early part of the rignt 


an explosion occurred in some unac- 
countable manner, setting fire to the 
tuilding and throwing the members 
of the household in many dire<,uons 
by its force. Of the seven perscr.s in 
the building, five of them were a^ by 
a miracle cast on roofs, from %hich 
they could be rescued by neighbors. 


The aged father and one of the 


Momen, howe\er, were not so lortu- 
nate. The3~ were destined to meet a 
fate that will live long in the mem- 
ories of those who were unfortrnat? 
enough to witness it. 


Tossed by the concussion onto a d$- 


tached shingle roof, the father met his 
fate in plain view of the helplfcSb on- 
lookers. He was too far away U> be 
helped, but his cries could be leavd 
above the roar of the •waters ami the 
fire. 


As the flames belched forth from 


the burning building, he cried out 
with the pain caused by the terrific 
heat and the injuries he recened 
There was no possible escape to* him 
He dared not desert his place of icf- 
uge, both of his legs being broken 
thus leaving him helpless. He beggad 
for a rope, sobbed for relief from the 
excruciating pain, and sent up oraycr 
after prayer for deliverance, all in 
vain. 


As each piece of driftwood passed 


it seemed that some devilish for.'c 
was at work, for bit by bit the tern 
porary raft ^as slovviy being lorn to 
pieces. Eventually the remnants of 
tbe roof were not sufficient to boar 
the weight of the poor sufferer and 
ne slowly went down to his death. 


The lower he sunk aud tbe ncai<>r 


tbe end approached, the more gnasth 
grew the face of the sufferer, who 
could not be given assistance. 
The 


end is too distressing to relate. Let 
it be sufficient to say that those vino 
saw it were given a lesson they will 
never forget of the utter helplessness 
of man against the force of the ele- 
ments. 


The Fate of a Woman. 


Even more tragic than that of Mr. 


Saettle was the fate of the poor won*, 
an. Thrown, bj Uie force of the ex- 
plosion she" succeeded in catching 
hold of one of the spikes of a tele- 
graph pole. There she hung, sub- 
m°r?ed to the waist in the waters, 
one eye torn from its socket aua her 
body torn and lacerated by the force 
of the explosion. 


Crying for help as only one cries 


when it is appreciated that an awful 
fate is imminent, she looked from one 
group to another, lulling the people 
by name and begging for the help 
that none were able to give. Sf\eral 
attempts were made to roach h*>r by 
boats, but all were unsuccessful, the 
current capsizing the boats as fast 
as they put out. 


The terrible struggle lasted for 


nearly an hour, \\heu from sheer ex- 
haustion the poor woman loosed iier 
bold 
and 
disappeared 
under 
tho 


waters. 
She had found relief from 


ber terrible sufferings, but thore re- 
mained in the ears of those who wit- 
nessed the tragedy the ecno of her 
screams. Many will carry the mem- 
ory of this struggle w ith them to their 
graves, and at this time, when there

interference 


might stop*the efforts to prevent t- re- 
currence of such a disaster, or per- 
haps worse, these memories are re- 
\hed with much force.

hour the square surrounding the court- 
house was filled with a sorrowin-j cit- 
izenship. 


The occasion was made doubly im- 


pressive by the fact that at the time 
twenty-six unidentified bodies were 
lying in coffins within the building.

vi ay, Probasco was speaking, recount- 
ing the experiences of the thousands 
who, as if by a miracle, had escaped 
the fate of the unfortunate >ictimR 
lying in the building, when a disturb- 
ance was noted at the outer edge of 
the immense gathering.

the act of finishing a sentence, wnen 
the crowd parted and there appeared 
an officer of the National Guard fol- 
lowed by four men bearing fie re- 
mains of another unknown vici mi of 
the waters. This same experience 
occurred four times during th3 ser- 
vices of one hour, leaving an impres- 
sion upon the immense assemblage 
that many will carry to their graves.

Our Foodstuffs 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.— 


The Department of Agriculture is- 
sued the following statcmt-.nl this 
week. 


The 1914 wheat, crop of the Un- 


ited States was estimated to be 
891,000,000 bushels. The estimat- 
ed surplus carried over from the 
1913 crop" was about 76,000,000 
bushels. There was, therefore, a 
total available supply of 967,000,- 
000 bushels. As the normal an- 
nual per capita consumption of 
wheat in tho 
United States is 


about 5.3 -bushels, 520,000,000 bu- 
shels should meet, our normal do- 
mestic requirements for food; in 
addition, 90,000,000 bushels 
arc 


required annually for seeding. 
610,000,000 bushels, 
therefore, 


should supply the normal demand. 
This would leave a surulus of 357,- 
000,000 bushels. Of tnis surplus 
about 210,000,000 bushels were ex- 
ported by January 30. This left 
147,000,000 bushels, or 40,000,000 
bushels more than our average an- 
nual export for the past five years 
for export between February 1 
and the appearance of the 
neu- 


crop, or for carrying over into, 
next crop year. 
The amount is 


sufficient to permit the export of 
nearly 1,000,000 bushels a day un- 
til July ], before which time the 
new crop will begin to be availa- 
ble. 
This is about the average 


recent exportation. 


The large demand for our wheat 


arises from the fact that there 
was an estimated world's short- 
age of over 400,000,000 bushels 
outride of 
the 
United States; 


from the fact that the Russian ex- 
portable surplus" of 100,000,000 
bushels is not available generally, 
and from the fact that the belli- 
gerent nations are eager to sec- 
ure food supplies. Tf it wore not 
for these things we should be dis- 
cussing ways and ?neans of dis- 
posing of our tremendous surplus 
of food products. 


As has been stated, the new 


American crop will begin to ap- 
pear before July. The Argentine

other food crops in the United 
States, a number of which can be 
used as substitutes. Wheat does 
not, constitute more than 12 per 
cent, of the normal diet, about the 
same as poultry and eggs. Meat 
and dairy products constitute 48 
per cent; vegetables 11 per cent; 
fruits, nuts, sugar, fiBh and other 
items, the remaining- 19 per cent. 
There arc larger supplies of corn 
and other grains, meat animals, 
dairy products, potatoes, and fruit 
at the opening of 3915 than for 
many years. The most important 
competing products arc corn and 
potatoes. 
This is ghown by the 


fact that while the normal con- 
sumption of wheat is 5.3 bushels 
in Maine it is only 4.7 bushels, 
and in Michigan 5. In the wheat 
growing states where wheat is ab- 
undant, such as Minnesota, the 
average is 7.2, whereas in the 
South, where corn is much used, 
the average is 4 bushels. Norm- 
ally about '•> per cent of the corn 
crop is consumed as food.

and substitutes used for animals. 
The potato production in the 
United States averages 3.8 bushels 
per capita. This year the avail- 
able supply is 4.1 bushels. 
The 


average price of meat animals was 
7 per cent cheaper in January 
than a year ago, butter 2 per cent 
lower, the price of chickens slight- 
ly lower, of 'potatoes 35 per cent 
lower; and of apples it was '.'»! 
per cent lower. 


It, would seem that the United 


States is riot likely to be threaten- 
ed with a shortage in foodstuffs.

The soil 
in which 
rhubarb is 


grown can scarcely bo made too 
rich nr contain too mueb organic 
matter. Professor L. M. Mont- 
gomery of the College of Agricul- 
ture says that rhubarb will re- 
spond more to good treatment 
than almost any other crop. A 
part of such good 
treatment 


should consist in applying a large 
quantity of manure a.s a mulch to 
the crop during the winter season. 
Manure thus applied not only adds 
a great deal of organic matter to 
the soil, but also adds large quan- 
|titles of plant food, thus greatly

the application of considerable 


J quantities om manure to the rows 
of rhubarb at about the time 
growth starts. Such treatment in- 
sures a rapid growth of plants, 
protect the young tender stalks 
'against late frost?, and produces a 
.longer straight growth of bettor 
color than would otherwise pre- 
vail.

The sheep should receive as 


much clover or alfalfa hay as they 
will eat. The amount of hay cat- 
en can be cut down by use of corn 


corn stover. Two pounds 


of clean, sweet corn silage can bo 
used to replace about one pound 
of hay. Well eu^ed corn stover is 
also relished by the ewe*. Ordin- 
arily, there is little danger of the 
sheep eating too much of it, if hay 
is fed once a day.
